These days, when preparation is 
of the utmost importance, we must 
be mentally prepared for any emer¬ 
gency and be able to do what we 
can to minimize any damage. With 
submarines hovering in the Gulfs of 
St. Lawrence and of Mexico, there 
is a possibility that the enemy will 
send airplanes over to bomb our 
cities.

When the fire sputters out, 
cover the bomb with sand and shovel¬ 
ing it up, remove it in a pail. 

Thus, any ordinary citizen, whether 
man, woman, boy or girl, with pres¬ 
ence of mind and the proper appara¬ 
tus (stirrup pump and sand), may 
decrease the dangers of the incendi¬ 
ary bomb. 

The war, which has so far been 
fought on far distant shores, was 
brought home to every American 
with the rationing of sugar. The 
teachers and students who worked 
as rationers deserve special commen¬ 
dation, for besides doing their reg¬ 
ular school work, they performed a 
valuable service for their country. 

The sale of War Stamps in school, 
as of May 7, 1942, reached $1,440.06. 
Division 3 with a total of $380.30 
leads the school. Come on, girls, 
don't let them beat you. 

Nurses Aides Needed 

Hospitals have reported a shortage 
of Nurses Aides. To qualify for the 
positions you must know the funda¬ 
mentals of home nursing. Next term 
a course will be given in home nurs¬ 
ing to prepare girls for these posi¬ 
tions. 

Mathematics, languages, and sci¬ 
ences have become more and more 
important for all types of work. 
Girls interested in commercial sub¬ 
jects should know that the best com¬ 
mercial positions go to students with 
commercial electives, two years of 
math, and three years of a lan¬ 
guage. 

For better positions such as cer¬ 
tified public accountant, teacher of 
commercial subjects, personal man¬ 
ager, commercial advertiser, and 
business administrator, girls should 
work during the day and study in 
one of the city colleges at night. Pro¬ 
motion is often based on the fact 
that employees go on with their 
studies at night. 

At conferences attended by Dr. 
Crow and Mrs. Glenn, more and 
more education and specific training 
were stressed. 

New Course Offered 
All girls who are interested in en¬ 
gineering and are good in math and 
science should see Dr. Crow now. 

A six-month training course in 
textiles and power sewing machine 
operating will be offered next term 
to girls who are interested in ob¬ 
taining work in this field. 

Mrs. Glenn, placement counselor of 
Girls High School, has sold this idea 
to a principal of a vocational high 
school on the basis that twenty-five 
to thirty girls offer to take this 
course. 

All girls who wish to work this 
summer must be fifteen or over and 
must obtain their vacation employ¬ 
ment certificates. Mrs. Fogler, the 
clerk in Dr. Carney's office, will send 
instructions about obtaining a vaca¬ 
tion employment certificate to the 
official rooms, and will also issue 
them.

Making his debut in English- 
speaking films, the famed French 
actor, Jean Gabin, presents him¬ 
self to us in the screen version of 
that well-known story, “Moontide." 
In the role of BoBo, a wandering 
beachcomber, he vividly portrays 
this lovable character of the San 
Francisco waterfront. His many 
years of extraordinary acting on 
the French screen have turned 
Gabin into one of the finest for¬ 
eign actors who are now in Amer¬ 
ica. Ida Lupino, a great leading 
lady, co-stars in the part of the 
derelict girl who captivates the 
heart of BoBo, while Thomas 
Mitchell deserves honorable men¬ 
tion for his role of Tiny. 

The story of “Moontide" deals 
with BoBo, a waterfront character 
with a bit of the “gypsy" in his 
blood, inasmuch as he is always 
moving from place to place. His 
pal, Tiny, a parasite, finds jobs 
for BoBo through which Tiny can 
be supported. While strolling on 
the beach, BoBo saves a girl who 
is trying to commit suicide. By 
stating that she is his girl, he 
keeps her from the police. Taking 
her to the barge where he lives 
and works, he treats her kindly 
and finally falls in love with her, 
even though it is against his 
better judgment. Anna, as a re¬ 
sult of the first bit of tenderness 
in her lonely life, returns his love, 
whereupon the two decide to 
marry and settle down. Compli¬ 
cations arise in the form of Tiny, 
who wants BoBo to move on to 
another town. He tries to 
“frame" on BoBo a murder that 
was committed on the night 
BoBo, in a drunken spree, could 
not remember what had happened. 
Anna, by means of clever think¬ 
ing, realizes who really is the 
culprit. Because of her interfer¬ 
ence she is in mortal danger. 


The plot from here on is fast- 
moving and keeps one excited and 
breathless for the rest of the pic¬ 
ture. For an entertaining show, 
“Moontide" is recommended. 


Between Book Ends 


“Respectfully Yours, — Annie” 

For unusually delightful, light 
reading, I recommend this volume 
of letters from a London cook to 
her mistress living in the United 
States for the duration of the war. 

Sylvia Brockway, the Madam, 
charmingly introduces Annie as 
the charwoman who gradually dis¬ 
placed all the other servants in 
efficiency and position until she 
reigned over the whole house with 
the family under her thumb. 

Annie is a lovable character 
with her huge bulk, boisterous 
humor and odd prejudices. She 
is a typical representative of that 
substantial, middle class of British 
people that make up a good por¬ 
tion of England. 

With the approach of war clouds 
in 1937-1939, Annie in her simple 
faith is one of the many who scoff 
at the possibility of war's coming 
to England's front yard. When 
war does arrive, she bravely ad¬ 
justs herself to the various prob¬ 
lems that arise with it. She also 
accepts the fact that her mistress 
and the children will remain in 
America for the rest of the war. 

When the bombing of Britain 
begins, Annie comes through like 
the real heroine she is, and writes 
her steady stream of letters even 
while enemy planes soar overhead. 
In her own words Annie describes 
the worst air raid of the year 
with “We had a lovely Blitz the 
other night." 

This London cook, realistically 
shown in her letters, is, in the 
words of the author, “the essence 
of the English spirit." She is the 
invincible backbone of Great Bri¬ 
tain, and if wars are fought with 
courage like Annie's, her people 
will be the victors.
